It is true, nevertheless, 
that leading republicans protest against such a 
course, and that they urge on the president the se- 
lection of an out-and-out republican, one who has 
summered and wintered with the party and fairly 
earned the propesed honor. 

Acting on this idea, the Hon. Horace H.Iarrison, 
of Tennessee, has been brought forward. To him, 
it is urged, in a very large measure, are due the re- 
cent successes of the republicans in Tennessee, and 
thatin no mannercould President Arthur begin 
the work of actual conquest of states so aduspicious- 
ly as by giving hima seatin his cabinet. Mr. Har- 
rison, besides being at one time a representative in 
congress, has occupied aseat on both the circuit 
and supreme benches of the state. He was always 
a unionist, was a Grant delegate in the Chicagocon- 
vention, andis the chairman the republican 
state committee. Asa lawyer he stands in the fore- 
most rank; asa citizen his name is spotless, While 
it cannot be said that an organized effort is making 
for Mr. Harrison, he has been brought to the notice 
of President Arthur, not only by leading Tennessee

republicans, but by leading men not exclusively 
republican in other states of the south. 

fennessee being first on the list of southern states 
where the republicans have a prospect, it is strongly 
urged on the president that in no way could he 
strengthen the party so surely as by selecting Mr.

The reasoys favoring the postponement of the 
cabinet until December multiply and strengthen.

Did Mr. Bayard Blunder? 

WASHINGTON, October 18.—When the 
began to gather here under the proclamation, the 
most discrect and sagacious of them on the demo- 
cratic side thought it would be the wisest course to 
nominate Judge Davis for president pro tem, in the 
equal state of parties.

This suggestion was not acceptable to Mr. Bayard, 
who refused to yield his claim to a party nomina- 
tion as senior senator with the knowledge that the 
majority was transitory at the best, and that when 
the New York and Rhode Island senators were ad- 
mittea he could be displaced any day. 

Fora public man of his position and repute, Mr. 
Bayard has an extraordinary desire for actual or sup- 
poscdelevation. which is not the sign of the greatness 
that is asserted on his behalf by a circle of admir- 
ing friends, He was as anxious to get this passing 
honor as if it were to be permanent and to be cloth- 
«id with exceptional power. When the re- 
publicans were willing at the extra session 
f confer it upon Mr. Harris, of Ten- 
nessee, Mr. Bayard stood in the way and abso- 
jutely declined to let the proposed compromise 
pass, ee the technical ground that he had prior 
right, derived from seniority on his side of the sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Bayard knew at that time the demoerats were 
ready to elect Mr. Harris, but his ambition was 
Stronger than his sense of delicacy, and he would 
not consent to the will of the majority. which, in 
his recent address on taking the chair, he claimed 
to respect so highly. He was ina position to coerce 
his party, and he made the most of it, to exclude all 
seeming rivalry and to compel concentration on 
himself, 

Everybody knewin advance, if the screw of the 
recent caucus Was to be turned tightly, that Mr. 
Bayard must be nominated, especially as he had 
nade ita personal point, and had rejected every 
proposition of policy which looked beyond his own 
immediate benetit. He took ‘no risks of possible 
defection by absence, but was preseat when the 
caucus met, and remained there Saying the whole 
sitting. Of course his presence was a source of em- 
barrassment to free discussion, which must have re- 
ferred to his candidacy. Still, some of the senators 
were not restrained from advocating the selection of 
Judge Davis, but the real sentiment of the majority 
was bulldozed by the urgency of the Bayard inter- 
et, in demanding as a right what had no better pre- 
on than conventional usage not always respect- 
©2u. 

Mr. Bayard has lost ground by this selfish con- 
duct, which has exhibited him ina phase of char- 
acter the very opposite of that by which he had ac- 
quired most reputation. Ambition is a treacherous 
adviser even in small things, and ought never to be 
trusted in large ones. 


Unclatmed sums of Money. 

WASHINGTON, October 18.—It wou!d be interesting 
to know what amount the government actually saves 
each year, through the loss and destruction of its 
notes, bonds and other obligations held by indivia- 
uals who never claim indemnity, or who, under the 
<ircumstances, are barred from collecting such 
<laims. In June, 1880, there was still outstanding 
over $15,000,000 of fractional eurcency, although 
congress had provided in 1876 for the redemption 
and destruction of all such currency. Seeretary 
Sherman was so thoroughly convinced that a large 


proportion of this currency would never be pre- 
sented for redemption that, in the public debt state- 
ment for June, 1480, he by a stroke of his pen wiped 
out over $000,000 of the indebtedness of the gov- 
ernment on this account. He left asthe amount 
outstanding, and which weuld probably be pre- 
sented for redemption, the sum of $7,214.94. From 
that date to October 1, 1881, only $116,395 was pre- 
sented for redemption. is was at the rate of 
about $95,000 a year, and at that rate the last of $7,- 

214.9 will not be redeemed until the year 1958, 
There is another still more interesting fact of a 
Similar nature.

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The Rain tn the Northwest—The Rising Rivers. 

CuHicaGco, October 18.—The rainfall all over the 
northwest still continues and the trouble caused by 
the high water seems to be increasing. At Quiney 
it is feared that the breaking of the levee is again 
imminent, the water being as high as last June. At 
Keokuk the Mississippi: continues to rise, this 
morning at 10 0’clock the stage of water being two 
inches above the great risc of last spring, which 
caused such great damage.

VIEWED FROM RICHMOND 


|'SOME STARTLING FEATURES OF

THE QUESTION RAISED BY GUI- 
TEAU’S COUNSEL. 


What Mr. Scoville has to say on the Subject—He 
Has no Doubt Whatever of His Client’s Insanity 
—The Cranks Who Pester Him—A 
Word From Mr. Storrs. 


Washington Past. 

‘Anything new to-night?’ asked @ Post reporter, 
as he stepped into Mr. George Seoville’s room last 
evening. 

“Nothing of any consequence,’’ was the reply. 

‘“*‘Any word from General Butler yet?’’ 

‘Nothing. I mailed the general another letter, 
though. I don’t know what became of the first one 
that I wrote. When I came to think the matter 
over, Leconcluded that I had placed it in an envel- 
ope with a two-cent stamp on it instead of a three. 
linqguired at the postoflice “about it and was in- 
formed that such 2 letter would be held by them 
twenty-four hours and then sent to the dead-letter 
office. I went there but did not find it. TU expect 
that I will getan answer to my second letter by 
Monday.”’ 

“On what terms do you expect to secure the gen- 
eral’s services?” 
“T asked if he would serve if the 
court would assign him. I did not propose to en- 
gage him, for I have no means of paying him. Un- 
less he positively refuses, I shall ask the court to 
assign him.”’ 

“What if he cannot be secured ?’’ 

“If don’t get him the matter will be arranged 
within twenty-four hours after his answer is re- 
ceived, and it will be fixed by Tuesday next, I 
have nodoubt. I shall go into court and ask the 
judge to appoint some member of this bar, con- 
versant with the criminal practice, to assist in the 
conducting of this defense.”’ 

“From what I have heard I should judge that you 
would have no trouble in securing assistance.’’

not the time for doing so. Of course I could not 
think of inviting an entire stranger, outside of the 
district, to come into the case. I want some resi 
dent counsel,”’ 

**Did you use the expression that if Guiteau was 
not insane he ought to be hung?’’ 


“Yes, lsaid so. Any man would say so. Why 
should not any man say so that believes in capital 
punishment? [I say further, that if 1 did not ens 
estly believe that Guiteau was insane, I would not 
defend him, even if he was my brother, much less 
my brother-in-law. That is one reason why I never 
wanted any criminal practice. If I knew a man 
was guilty of the crime with which he was charged 
I would not defend him for any consideration. In 
civil cases, where [am counsel, if I find my elient 
is in error I manage to effect a settlement, patch up 
the trouble and stop the litigation. With my view 
of the practice of law, I think that the lawyer should 
have as high asense of justice as the judge, and if 
he does not act up to it he will find that the failure 
to do so is proving aninjury.”

NEW York, October 18.—Dr. W. A. Hammond and 
Dr. J. Marion Sims both expressed great surprise 
yesterday at the announcement by Guiteau’s coun- 
sel that they were to be called as witnesses on be- 
half of the assassin, to testify that the death of 
President Garfield was largely due to malpractice. 
Dr. Hammond says that he has not been summoned 
as a witness, and that he would not testify in any 
way beyond saying that had it not been for 
Cruiteau’s shot the late president would be living 
to-day. Dr. Hammond thinks that the attending 
physicians made a mistake in their treatment, but 
nevertheless the ball killed the patient,and the main 


cause of his death was the wound inflicted by Gui- 
teau. Dr. Hammond says that Mr. Scoville, Gui- 
teau’s counsel, has consulted him regarding<the 
selection of expert witnesses, but that he never 
mentioned hisown namein connection with the 
matter. The doctor says that he wants to see Gui- 
teau hanged, because he deserves hanging if any 
man ever did, and that he would not save his life 
if he could doit by crossing the street. 

Dr. Sims, when asked if he was going te be a wilt- 
ness in the case, suid that he would be delighted to 
ro and give his testimony against Guiteau, because 
1e alone killed the late president. Dr. Sims says he 
does not care to say anything about the treatment 
of the patient. because as soon as the assassin’s bul- 
let struck General Garfield's spine his case was 
hopeless, and no physician inthe country could 
have saved him. Dr. Sims further says that he 
thinks Mr. Scoville has made a mistake in advance- 
ing malpractice as a ground of defense, and if Drs. 
Gunn and Andrews, of Chicago, tender their ser- 
vices as witnesses, he thiriks they will do the prison- 
er more harm than good. 

Drs. McDonald and Fitch, of the insane asylum on 
Ward’s island, whom Mr. Scoville said in court in 
Washington he intended to call as witnesses to prove 
Guiteau's insanity, say that they have received no 
other hint of such a purpose and have no desire to 
testify.

Judge Fleming has resigned as judge 
of the Eastern judicial circuit of Georgia, the 
resignation totake effect the lst of Novem- 
ber. He first went upon the bench of this 
<ircuit when men who are distinguished mem- 
bers of this bar were not yet born. In the 
year 1865, when Georgia had passed out of the 
control of her,own people, he was displaced, 
but witha gentle patience he awaited until 
time, in its own calm way, brought about its 
fi0t strange revenge, and called him back to 
the honors from which he now yol- 
untarily retires. To the first vacancy that 
occurred in this oftice after the white 
people of the state had regained control of af- 
fairs, Hon. Henry B. Thompkins was appoint- 
ed by Governor Smith, and, upon his resign- 
ing in the spring of 1879. after a little more 
than four years’ service, Judge Fleming, hav- 
ing received the almost unanimous recom- 
mendation of the bar, was appointed by Goy- 
ernor Colquitt, and was afterwards elected by 
the legislature without opposition. Judge 
Fleming is now a very old iman, nearly eighty 
years of age, and, we are pained to learn, very 
meagrely provided for. The reasons for his 
retirement, to quote his own pathetic words, 
re because “‘the infirmities of age have come 
upon me, and I feel that | cannot safely un- 
dergo the fatigue of circuit traveling.

Rallroad Commissions. 
Correspondence Macon. Telegraph. 

In the debates in the convention Commissioner 
Bragg, of Alabama, advocated advisory comnnis- 
sions, as the railroads in his state, he said,had done 
everything the commission had asked. 

Commissioner Wallace, of Georgia, whois an old 
railroad anager, opposed this view. He said he 
did not believe that advice to railroads was of any 
value, unless such advice could be enforced by law 
when necessary. He asked the commissioner from 
Alabama if he did not believe that the fear of a law 
similar to the present Georgia commission law, be- 
ing enacted at the next session of the Alabama leg- 
islature, did not have a great deal to do in influenc- 
ing the railroads of his state toact on the advice of 
its commission. The Alabama commissioner very 
promptly acknowledged such to be his belief. 

Commissioner Kincaid, of Kentucky, (who, by 
the way, is only 25 years old), felt certain that the 
Georgia railroad commissioners’ reduction of ~ 
senger rates to three cents per mile had a great deal 
to do with Kentucky roads reducing fare. 

Commissioner Bragg, in his remarks, paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Major Wallace for his integrity and 
knowledge. 

Among other things Major Wailace said he be- 
lieved he was incapable of doing injustice to either 
the railroads or the people. Like all men, he was 
liable to errors, but always ready to correct them. 
He believed the rates given to Georgia railroads 
were satisfactory to them; certain it was, the roads 
were never more prosperous, nor the people better 
satistied. Butthe trouble was the indisposition of 
corporations to yield power when once held. In his 
judgment, with any less power than now held 
under the Georgia law, the commission could have 
effected little that would have been profitable to 
either the railroads or the people.

The boy wes then the front oft 
the stave and blindfelded, with his face tothe 
audience. At the ecommand “about face’’ he 
turned, raised his ritte, and, after only a momentary 
hesitation, fired. The pall passed through the pis 
tol barrel, was split by the razor, and each glass 
ball was broken by half of the bullet.
